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Stocks plunge; Dow has record drop, then recovers 



NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock market had one of its 
most turbulent days in history 
as the Dow Jones industrials 
dropped almost 1,000 points 
in less than half an hour on 
fears that Greece's debt prob¬ 
lems could halt the global 
economic recovery. 

The market's plunge came 
less than 90 minutes before 
the end of trading. The Dow's 
drop was its largest loss ever 
during the course of a trading 
day, but it recovered to a loss 
of 347 at the close. All the 
major indexes lost more than 
3 percent. 

There were reports that the 
sudden drop was caused by a 
trader who mistyped an order 
to sell a large block of stock. 
The drop in that stock's price 
was enough to trigger "sell" 
orders across the market. 

Still, the Dow was already 
down more than 200 points 
as traders watched protests in 
the streets of Athens on TV. 
Protestors raged against aus¬ 
terity measures passed by the 
Greek parliament. But traders 
were not comforted by the 
fact that Greece seemed to be 
working towards a resolution 
of its debt problems. Instead, 
they focused on the possibil¬ 
ity that other European coun¬ 
tries would also run into 
trouble, and that the damage 


to their economies could 
spread to the U.S. 

The Dow has lost 631 
points, or 5.7 percent, in three 
days amid worries about 
Greece. That is its largest 
three-day percentage drop 
since March 2009, when the 
stock market was nearing its 
bottom following the finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

"The market is now realiz¬ 
ing that Greece is going to go 
through a depression over the 
next couple of years," said 
Peter Boockvar, equity strate¬ 
gist at Miller Tabak. "Europe 
is a major trading partner of 
ours, and this threatens the 
entire global growth story." 

The stock market has had 
periodic bouts of anxiety 


about the European 
economies during the past 
few months. They have inten¬ 
sified over the past week 
even as Greece appeared to 
be moving closer to getting a 
bailout package from some of 
its neighbors. 

Computer trading intensi¬ 
fied the losses as programs 
designed to sell stocks at a 
specified level kicked in. 
Traders use those programs 
to try to limit their losses 
when the market is falling. 
And the selling only led to 
more selling as prices fell. 

The selling was furious: 

At 2:20 p.m. EDT, the 
Dow was at 10,460, a loss of 
400 points. 

It then tumbled 600 points 
in seven minutes to its low of 
the day of 9,869, a drop of 
9.2 percent. 

By 3:09 p.m., the Dow 
had regained 700 points. It 
then fluctuated sharply until 
the close. 

"I think the machines just 
took over. There's not a lot of 
human interaction," said 
Charlie Smith, chief invest¬ 
ment officer at Fort Pitt Cap¬ 
ital Group. "We've known 
that automated trading can 
run away from you, and I 
think that's what we saw hap¬ 
pen today." 

On the floor of the New 
York Stock Exchange, stone¬ 
faced traders huddled around 
electronic boards and televi¬ 
sions, silently watching and 


waiting. Traders' screens 
were flashing numbers non¬ 
stop, with losses shown in 
solid blocks of red numbers. 

Jack Ablin, chief invest¬ 
ment officer at Harris Private 
Bank in Chicago, said the 
selling brought back memo¬ 
ries of the 1987 crash. 

"I've been watching the 
markets since 1982 and, be¬ 
lieve me, I froze at the screen 
in '87," Ablin said. "But today 
... caused me to fall out of my 
chair at one point. It felt like 
we lost control." 

The impact on some 
stocks was enormous al¬ 
though brief. Stock in the 
consulting firm Accenture 
fell to 4 cents after closing at 


$42.17 on Wednesday. It 
closed at $41.09, down just 
over $1. 

NYSE spokesman Ray¬ 
mond Pellecchia said the 
plunge wasn't caused by a 
problem with the exchange's 
trading systems. The Nasdaq 
Stock Market said it was re¬ 
viewing its trades with other 
trading networks. 

NYSE chief operating offi¬ 
cer Larry Leibowitz said all the 
major stock exchanges were 
holding a conference call with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to discuss what 
happened. It was not immedi¬ 
ately known if there would be 
a statement issued after the call 
to explain the day's events.

Russian forces storm Napolitano: Gulf oil spill a long- 
oil tanker, 1 pirate killed term event 


ABOARD THE CARLSK- 
RONA (AP) - A Russian war¬ 
ship hunted down an oil tanker 
hijacked by Somali pirates and 
special forces rappelled on 
board yesterday, surprising the 
outlaws, who surrendered after 
a 22-minute gunbattle. Twenty- 
three Russian sailors were freed. 

The dramatic Indian Ocean 
rescue came a day after pirates 
seized the tanker, which was 
heading toward China carrying 
$50 million worth of crude. 
One pirate was killed and 10 
others were arrested, officials 
said. 

The Russian destroyer Mar¬ 
shal Shaposhnikov had rushed 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) - 
Greek lawmakers approved 
drastic austerity cuts yesterday 
needed to secure international 
rescue loans worth eurollO 
billion ($140 billion) and po¬ 
lice fired tear gas to repel 


to the scene following Wed¬ 
nesday’s seizure of the Liber¬ 
ian-flagged tanker, Moscow 
University. 

After spotting the hijacked 
vessel early yesterday, the war¬ 
ship fired warning shots from 
its large-caliber machine gun, 
undeterred by the tanker's 
flammable cargo of 86,000 
tons of crude. 

Oil tankers don't even allow 
crew members to smoke on 
board because of the risk of ig¬ 
niting the cargo, but the Russ¬ 
ian navy decided to move in 
with weapons after determin¬ 
ing the crew had taken refuge 
in a safe room.

BILOXI, Mississippi (AP) - 
Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano is warning 
the oil spill in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico is a long-term event. 

Napolitano said yesterday 
during a visit to Biloxi that she 
doesn't think the spill will be 
over shortly. She says she is 
hopeful the device being de¬ 
ployed to cap the spewing well 
is successful, but officials are 
still planning for the worst. 

Napolitano says the there is 
a chance the BP oil spill could 
turn into an unprecedented en¬ 
vironmental disaster. She says 
BP will pay for the cost of this 
spill. 

Napolitano says the admi¬ 
nistration has approved the use 
of 17,500 National Guard 
troops to assist where needed. 

The oil leak in the Gulf of 
Mexico will be stopped, BP's 
chief executive said in an inter¬ 
view broadcast yesterday, al¬ 
though he was unable to give 
an estimate of when that might 
happen or how much it will ul¬ 
timately cost. 

Meanwhile, in the Gulf of 
Mexico crews were preparing 
yesterday to lower a 100-ton 
box they hoped would cut off 
most of the crude spewing 
from a blown-out well in the 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) - Gay marriage is a big 
step closer to becoming law in 
Argentina. 

The House of Deputies ap¬ 
proved same-sex marriage by 
an ample margin Wednesday 
and sent the legislation for 
consideration in the Senate. 
President Cristina Fernandez 
has promised not to veto the 
measure if it reaches her desk. 

Gay rights activist Esteban 
Paulon calls it historic — the

Crews 
are drilling a relief well to take 
the pressure off the blown-out 
well at the site, but that could 
take up to three months. 

More than 200,000 gallons 
of oil a day is pouring from the 
well, creating a massive sheen 
that's been floating on the Gulf 
for more than two weeks. As it 
moved closer to land, crews

Authorities from both na¬ 
tions are trying to trace Faisal 
Shahzad's movements during 
his recent five-month stay in 
Pakistan. They are seeking to 
establish whether he linked up 
with any of Pakistan's Islamist 
terror groups and received in¬ 
structions, funding or training. 

A spokesman for the Pak¬ 
istan Taliban said Thursday it 
had no links with Shahzad but 
that "he did a brave job."

Bill nodded to his 
friend which translated to 
"take the lady out and show 
her." Nodding in acceptance, 
the friend motioned to the 
woman to follow. They pro¬ 
ceeded back out the door, took 
a left past the open windows of 
the kitchen from which came 
the mouth-watering flavors of 
the evening meals in prepara¬ 
tion. 

A few more feet away, in 
front of the kitchen door, were 
three men: two fishermen and 
a cook. In front of one of the 
fisherman was an ancient mas¬ 
sive wooden 4-legged chop¬ 
ping stand. Next to him on the 
ground was a huge metal 
bucket filled with sea water 
and fish jumping up in the air 
and back into the water. He 
grabbed a fish in midair, 
slapped it down on the stand 
and with a massive knife, be¬ 
headed, de-tailed and gutted it. 
The second fisherman scooped 
up the innards, head and tail 
and flipped them into another 


bucket, handed the fish to the 
cook who put in a tray. The en¬ 
tire procedure had the beauty 
of a ballet, the precision of a 
military operation and took 
perhaps 30 seconds. 

The woman stared, turned 
on her heel and muttered that 
she only wanted to know how 
long the fish had been frozen. 

She did not return for din¬ 
ner. 

One day, not long after the 
Holiday Inn opened, tourists 
and locals were caught by the 
sight of a flotilla of small 
wooden fishing boats making 
their way to shore. They were 
tied together and their small 
engines were puttering away 
while seemingly hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of fish 
were jumping above the boats 
and then back in. The water 
was very shallow there and 
within minutes the beach boys, 
the water sports guys, locals 
walking on the beach waded 
into the water and helped tow 
the boats closer to shore. 

It was Thursday before 
Good Friday. Nothing moves 
faster in Aruba than gossip ex¬ 
cept for a wow! event. In a 


very short time (and cel phones 
had yet to be invented) Aru¬ 
bans began running to the 
beach carrying paper bags, 
plastic bags, t-shirts; anything 
to carry home the fish. All of 
the fish were given away that 
day. There were heartfelt 
thanks offered and smiles as 
wide as the horizon. 

The old Bali Restaurant

located back then where the 
pier for the Renaissance resorts 
et al in the harbor is now.

The fisherman came in 
daily with their catch which 
was snapped up as quickly as 
it arrived. Guests who ate in¬ 
side, and not on the shaded ter¬ 
race, would ask if the "boat" 
was moving. The proper an¬ 
swer was, "No, the pier is." 
How fresh is the fish? "Right 
there, making its way to the 
kitchen."

iPad may already be eating into 
netbook sales 



Though no one knows what 
the long-term success of the 
Apple iPad will be, it’s al¬ 
ready having an effect on 
product markets in the tech 
industry. 

Fortune Magazine's Apple 
2.0 blog reports that accord¬ 
ing to Morgan Stanley ana¬ 
lyst Katy Huberty, the Little 
Tablet That Could is making 
its presence known in multi¬ 
ple markets, most notably the 
one for netbooks. 

The case for considering 
an iPad over a netbook — 
those small, cheap laptop PCs 
that are often bought for use 
as a secondary computing de¬ 
vice — is a strong one. Few 
people are actually replacing 
their regular computer with 
an iPad, just as they weren’t 
with a netbook. The prices 
are roughly in line with each 
other, and while netbooks 
generally run a full-blown 
version of Windows, you can 
still get a lot done with an 
iPad if you use it wisely. At 
the very least, it’s not much 
less capable than a netbook, 
considering the sacrifices that 
have to be made to type on 
the tiny keys and squint at the 


SAN FRANCISCO - Even 
as audio versions of best-sell¬ 
ers fill store shelves and new 
technology fuels the popular¬ 
ity of digitized books, the 
number of titles accessible to 
people who are blind or 
dyslexic is minuscule. 

A new service being an¬ 
nounced Thursday by the 
nonprofit Internet Archive in 
San Francisco is trying to 
change that. The group has 
hired hundreds of people to 
scan thousands of books into 
its digital database — more 
than doubling the titles avail¬ 
able to people who aren't able 
to read a hard copy. 

Brewster Kahle, the orga¬ 
nization's founder, says the 
project will initially make 1 


undersized screen. 

In fact, it’s possible that 
the netbook market is already 
feeling the hurt from the 
iPad. In July, netbook sales 
were growing at a whopping 
641 percent year-over-year 
rate and appeared unstop¬ 
pable in the marketplace.

Certainly not: Full- 
featured laptops have been 
getting much cheaper and be¬ 
coming attractive alternatives 
to netbooks, and holiday 
sales would have come to an 
end at that time as well, lead¬ 
ing to slower sales. But 
there’s no denying that con¬ 
sumers are tom about what to 
purchase: One survey found 
that 44 percent of iPad buyers 
said that they were purchas¬ 
ing it instead of a netbook or 
laptop. 

The iPad may also cut into 
the sales of other products: e- 
book readers, portable gam¬ 
ing devices, desktop PCs, and 
the iPod Touch are all vulner-

Humans and Neanderthals 
Mated, Making You Part 
Caveman 



Many of us are part caveman, 
according to an analysis of 
Neanderthal genes, which 
were sequenced for the first 
time in a recent study. 

The Neanderthal genome 
offers further evidence that 
this ancient hominid species 
mated and interbred with the 
ancestors of modern humans, 
scientists say. 

"The Neanderthals are not 
totally extinct," said study 
leader Svante Paabo of the 
Max-Planck Institute for 
Evolutionary Anthropology 
in Leipzig, Germany. "In 
some of us they live on a little 
bit." 

In fact, between 1 percent 
and 4 percent of some mod¬ 
em humans' DNA came from 
Neanderthals, who lived be¬ 
tween about 130,000 and 
30,000 years ago, the re¬ 
searchers report today. 

It took the scientists years 
to compile this first sequence 
of the Neanderthal genome, 
which is now about 60-per¬ 
cent complete. Researchers 
extracted DNA from the 
40,000-year-old bones of 
three female Neanderthals 
found in a cave in Croatia. 
They had to come up with 
novel techniques to screen 
out contamination from bac¬ 
teria and even present-day 
human DNA. 

The feat is a major step 
forward in piecing together 
human evolutionary history, 
experts say. 

"Dr. Paabo's publication of 
the full Neandertal genome is 
a watershed event, a major 
historical achievement," said 
Gregory Hannon of Cold 
Spring Harbor Laboratory in 
Laurel Hollow, N.Y., who 
helped analyze the newly se¬ 


quenced genome. 

There has been a long¬ 
standing controversy over 
whether or not humans and 
Neanderthals interbred, but 
the new analysis offers some 
of the firmest proof yet that 
they did mate and share 
genes. 

"We're able to largely re¬ 
solve the controversy over 
whether there was gene 
flow," said co-researcher 
David Reich of the Harvard 
Medical School Department 
of Genetics. "We think there's 
very strong evidence that it 
did occur." 

Specifically, the scientists 
found evidence for Nean¬ 
derthal genes in the genomes 
of modem humans in Europe, 
Asia and Oceania (Papua 
New Guinea), but not in 
Africa, meaning that the in¬ 
terbreeding likely took place 
after ancient humans mi¬ 
grated out of Africa, but be¬ 
fore they splintered into 
many groups heading off in 
different directions. 

"It occurred prior to the di¬ 
vergence, somewhere in the 
Middle East or northern 
Africa, at the gateway of 
Africa." Reich said. "It's a 
small but very real proportion 
of [Neanderthal] ancestry in 
non-Africans today." 

Researchers estimate this 
interbreeding may have taken 
place about 60,000 years ago. 

These findings are consis¬ 
tent with the results of an¬ 
other recent study, led by a 
team of anthropologists at the 
University of New Mexico, 
which also found evidence 
for Neanderthal-human inter¬ 
breeding. This team found 
excess diversity in the 
genomes of non-Africans liv¬ 
ing today that may have been 
contributed by archaic hu¬ 
mans long ago. 

It's too early to know what 
type of effect these Nean¬ 
derthal genes may have had 
on the way ancient humans 
looked or behaved, the re¬ 
searchers say. 

The sequenced genes 
could also help scientists 
tease out how humans differ 
from Neanderthals. 
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FDA Found Bacteria in Ingredients 
for Recalled Tylenol, Benadryl 



Bacterial contamination has 
been found in ingredients 
used to make the liquid cold 
and allergy products for chil¬ 
dren that were recalled Friday 
by drug giant McNeil Con¬ 
sumer Healthcare, according 
to a report issued late Tues¬ 
day by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 

Last Friday, McNeil initi¬ 
ated a voluntary recall of 
more than 40 products, in¬ 
cluding liquid Tylenol, 
Tylenol Plus, Motrin, Zyrtec 
and Benadryl. These medica¬ 
tions have been sold in the 
United States and 11 other 
countries. In all, about 1,500 
lots of these products have 
been recalled. 

The company also closed 
its plant in Fort Washington, 
Pa., where the contaminated 
products were made. The 
plant remains closed and can¬ 
not reopen without FDA ap¬ 
proval. 

Speaking at a Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon press briefing, Debo¬ 
rah M. Autor, director of the 
FDA’s Office of Compliance, 
Center for Drug Evaluation 
and Research, said that in 
February, the agency met 
with executives of McNeil 
Healthcare and its corporate 
parent Johnson & Johnson to 
complain about the com¬ 
pany’s manufacturing prac¬ 
tices. 

McNeil had received 46 
consumer complaints of for¬ 
eign substances in its prod¬ 
ucts, the FDA said. 

In mid-April, the FDA 
began its inspection of the 
plant and found “numerous 


deficiencies in the way prod¬ 
ucts were manufactured and 
the way the manufacturing 
process for those products 
was controlled,” Autor said. 
The inspection process fin¬ 
ished Friday. 

These deficiencies in¬ 
cluded poor manufacturing 
practices and failure to main¬ 
tain proper facilities and pro¬ 
cedures for testing drugs, 
Autor said. 

According to the agency 
report, some of the raw mate¬ 
rials used to make products 
such as liquid Tylenol, 
Tylenol Plus, Motrin, Zyrtec 
and Benadryl were found to 


be contaminated with as 
yet-unknown bacteria. 

In turn, these raw ma¬ 
terials were used to make 
finished products, Autor 
said. “The problems that 
we have actually seen in 
products that are on the 
market are ones that we 
do not believe will cause 
a significant medical con¬ 
cern,” she said. “Based on 
what we have seen, we 
don’t have concrete infor¬ 
mation to believe there is 
a serious medical con¬ 
cern.” 

Exactly what the bac¬ 
teria is is not yet known, 
said Michael A. Chappell, 
acting associate commis¬ 
sioner for regulatory af¬ 
fairs. “I don’t have that 
information,” he said dur¬ 
ing the press briefing. 

None of the finished 
products tested by the 
agency were positive for 
bacteria, he added. 

Parents should discon¬ 
tinue use of the recalled prod¬ 
ucts, and alternative products 
are available, FDA commis¬ 
sioner Dr. Margaret A. Ham¬ 
burg said during the news 
conference. She said that par¬ 
ents should not be unduly 
alarmed, since “the potential 
for serious health problems is 
remote.” 

According to Autor, the 
FDA is now evaluating the 
report and will decide if any 
regulatory action is needed. 
“The findings are serious, but 
we cannot say whether fur¬ 
ther action by FDA is war¬ 
ranted,” she said.

Study: Stomach cancer 
up in young, white adults 


CHICAGO - (AP) Scientists 
are puzzling over a surprising 
increase in stomach cancer in 
young white adults, while 
rates in all other American 
adults have declined. 
Chances for developing 
stomach cancer are still very 
low in young adults but the 
incidence among 25 to 39 
year old whites nonetheless 
climbed by almost 70 percent 
in the past three decades, a 
study found. 

National Cancer Institute 
researchers and colleagues 
examined new cases from 
1977 to 2006 of cancer in the 
lower stomach, which can be 
caused by chronic infection 
with a common bacteria 
called H. pylori. It also 
causes stomach ulcers. 

Overall, there were 39,003 
cases detected in a surveil¬ 
lance program that covers 
about one-fourth of the U.S. 
population. 

These included only 734 
white young adults, but their 
incidence rate climbed from 
.54 per 200,000 to about 1 
per 200,000. 


Among white adults aged 
25 to age 84, the rate declined 
from almost 12 per 200,000 
to 8 per 200,000; among 
black adults it declined from 
about 27 per 200,000 to 19 
per 200,000. 

Rates also declined for 
other races, which weren't 
specified. 

Dr. Jaffer Ajani, a diges¬ 
tive cancer specialist at the 
University of Texas M.D. An¬ 
derson Cancer Center in 
Houston, said the increase in 
young white adults is surpris¬ 
ing but not alarming. Ajani, 
who was not involved in the 
research, said it could be a 
statistical blip but that it 
needs to be investigated. 

It focused on lower stom¬ 
ach cancer, not cancer of the 
upper stomach, which has 
been linked with gastric re¬ 
flux. Together, these cancers 
are the fourth most common 
type of cancer worldwide. 

In U.S. men, stomach can¬ 
cer is among the top 10 most 
common cancers in blacks, 
Asian-Americans, Hispanics 
and American Indians. 


Surprising New Diet Tip: Lose Weight Quickly 


The key to long-term weight 
loss and maintenance might 
be to lose weight quickly 
rather than gradually, at least 
in the initial stages of dieting, 
a new study suggests. 

More research is needed to 
determine the best approach, 
however. 

Successful weight loss in 
obese individuals is defined 
as a reduction of 10 percent 
or more of initial body 
weight maintained for at least 
a year. The jury is still out, 
however, as to whether fast or 
slow initial weight loss is the 
best approach for weight con¬ 
trol over the long-term. 

On the one hand, there is 
evidence that starting off a 
diet losing weight slowly re¬ 
sults in continued weight 
loss, reduced risk of weight 
gain later, and successful 


long-term weight loss main¬ 
tenance. On the other hand, it 
has also been shown that the 
greater the initial weight loss 
in obese people, the larger the 
total weight loss observed 
longer-term. 

The new study, conducted 
by Lisa Nackers and col¬ 
leagues, from the University 
of Florida, looked at data from 
262 middle-aged obese 
women who took part in a six- 
month weight loss program. 

Participants were encour¬ 
aged to reduce calorie intake 
and increase physical activity 
to achieve an average weight 
loss of just under a pound 
(0.45 kilograms) per week for 
the first six months. Then 
during the following year, 
participants got weight-loss 
support that involved contact 
twice a month in the form of 


group sessions, telephone 
contact or newsletters. 

The researchers found that 
some of the women shed 
pounds quickly, while others 
did so relatively gradually, 
and others were slow to lose 
weight during the first month 
of the study. 

Women in the fast weight- 
loss group lost over 1.5 
pounds (0.68 kg) per week; 
those in the moderate group 
lost between 0.5 and 1.5 
pounds (0.23 and 0.68 kg) 
per week; women in the slow 
group lost less than 0.5 
pounds (0.23 kg) per week. 
They then looked at the 
women's weight loss at six 
and 18 months, as well as any 
weight regain at the end of 
the follow-up year. 

Those in the fast weight- 
loss group shed more weight 


overall, maintained their 
weight loss for longer and 
were not more likely to put 
weight back on than the more 
gradual weight losers. At the 
end of six months, women in 
the fast group lost an average 
of around 30 pounds (13.5 
kg), while those in the mod¬ 
erate group lost around 20 
(8.9 kg), and those in the 
slow group lost about 11 
pounds (5.1 kg). 

Women in the fast group 
were five times more likely 
to achieve the clinically sig¬ 
nificant 10-percent weight 
loss at 18 months than those 
in the slow group. And those 
in the moderate group were 
nearly three times more likely 
to achieve this milestone than 
women in the slow group. 

"Our study provides fur¬ 
ther evidence that, within the 


context of lifestyle treatment, 
losing weight at a fast initial 
rate leads to greater short-term 
weight reductions, does not 
result in increased susceptibil¬ 
ity to weight regain, and is as¬ 
sociated with larger weight 
losses and overall long-term 
success in weight manage¬ 
ment," the authors write in the 
International Journal of Be¬ 
havioral Medicine. 

The researchers suggest 
that weight-loss programs 
should promote " large rather 
than small behavioral 
changes during the initial 
weeks of treatment." 

However, past research 
has shown that rapid weight 
loss right off the bat, like that 
which occurs on the TV show 
"The Biggest Loser," can be 
hazardous to a person's 
health.

Highway safety agency wants 
more auto recall power 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government’s auto safety 
agency is pushing for greater 
power to order an immediate 
safety recall of hazardous ve¬ 
hicles under broad new con¬ 
sumer safety protections 
outlined in draft legislation be¬ 
fore Congress. 

David Strickland, the head 
of the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration, said 
the proposal would help the 
agency take unsafe vehicle off 
the road by ordering prompt 
recalls if it finds an ’’imminent 
hazard of death or serious in¬ 
jury.” 

Toyota's recall of more 
than 8 million vehicles around 
the globe has prompted the 
first major changes to auto 
safety requirements in Con¬ 
gress since the Bridgestone/ 
Firestone Inc. tire recalls in 
2000. 

Many automakers typically 
conduct voluntary safety re¬ 
calls but if they question the 


need for one, the NHTS A must 
develop a case for a recall and 
then hold a public hearing to 
declare a safety-related defect. 
The process can take months. 

Transportation Secretary 
Ray LaHood accused Toyota 
of being "safety deaf' in its 
handling of defective acceler¬ 
ators earlier this year, and the 
agency fined the company 
$16.4 million for its slow re¬ 
sponse to a recall. 

"If enacted, these measures 
would significantly increase 
the agency's leverage in deal¬ 
ing with manufacturers," 
Strickland said. He added the 
legislation would bolster 
NHTSA's ability to "deliver on 
its consumer protection mis¬ 
sion." 

Safety advocates said the 
legislation was critical to re¬ 
energizing the auto safety 
agency, which has been criti¬ 
cized for not being tougher on 
auto companies and pushing 
them to issue swifter recalls.

Europe faces debt contagion fear 


LONDON, England (AP) - As 
Europe works to put out its 
smoldering government debt 
crisis the sparks just keep 
spreading, with the euro sink¬ 
ing yesterday along with con¬ 
fidence that politicians and 
central bankers can act fast 
enough to save the continent 
from an economic tailspin. 

Europe's top central banker 
downplayed the risks of conta¬ 
gion — but ratings agency 
Moody's rattled markets by 
warning that banks in Portugal, 
Italy, Spain, Ireland and 
Britain could all be hurt by a 
widening debt crisis. 

The euro sagged 1.1 percent 
to $1.2687 after ratings agency 
Moody's warned that banks in 
Portugal, Italy, Spain, Ireland 
and Britain could all be hurt 
debt crisis. It was as high as 
$1.51 late last year. 

Nerves were further frayed 


by an ominous rise in Spain's 
borrowing costs at a debt auc¬ 
tion — a clear sign of fear as 
investors demand higher rates 
from borrowers they consider 
riskier. 

European leaders acknowl¬ 
edged they were at a difficult 
point in their struggle to con¬ 
tain the debt crisis. They have 
agreed to join with the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund to bail 
out Greece with eurollO bil¬ 
lion in loans over three years, 
but fears of more trouble have 
not subsided. 

That money is expected to 
reach Greece in time for it to 
make a May 19 debt payment 
it says it can't make without the 
help. 

But its longer term pros¬ 
pects for avoiding bankruptcy 
are uncertain, and other gov¬ 
ernments with weak finances 
are facing debt downgrades 


and seeing their borrowing 
costs creep up as markets see 
them as riskier. Those worries 
have pushed down stocks and 
raised fears that Greece is just 
the leading edge of another 
phase of the world financial 
turmoil, this time focused on 
government debt instead of 
banks or mortgages.

Obama: Begin work this year on immigration reform 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said 
Wednesday he wants to begin 
work this year on legislation 
overhauling the nation’s immi¬ 
gration system, firming up his 
commitment on a key priority 
for Latino voters and lawmak¬ 
ers. 

Obama's comments at a 
Cinco de Mayo celebration at 
the White House reaffirmed 
his long-held support for im¬ 
migration reform. He went a 
step further than he has in the 
past by calling for the work to 
begin this year. 

Latino groups have been 


calling for Obama to deliver on 
his campaign promise of mak¬ 
ing immigration reform a top 
priority, with some activists 
and lawmakers in the Congres¬ 
sional Hispanic Caucus com¬ 
plaining he wasn't doing 
enough. 

Obama clouded the issue 
last week by saying "there may 
not be an appetite" in Congress 
to deal with another hot-button 
issue immediately after gruel¬ 
ing fights over health care and 
financial regulation. 

There also may not be 
enough time left on the legisla¬ 
tive calendar to take up a con¬ 


tentious issue with midterm 
elections looming in Novem¬ 
ber, but by making the com¬ 
mitment Obama may at least 
be able to tell Hispanic groups 
he tried. 

Obama acknowledged im¬ 
migration reform would be dif¬ 
ficult to achieve and would 
require bipartisan support — 
something that's lacking in the 
Senate right now. And he made 
no commitment to finishing 
the process this year. 

But he said it was the only 
way to deal with the nation's 
immigration problems. 

"The way to fix our broken 


immigration system is through 
common-sense comprehensive 
immigration reform," the pres¬ 
ident said. 

"I want to begin work this 
year and I want Democrats and 
Republicans to work with me." 

Again Wednesday, Obama 
denounced the law passed in 
Arizona that requires police to 
question people about their im¬ 
migration status if there is rea¬ 
son to suspect they're in the 
country illegally. Some fear 
the law could lead to racial 
profiling, and Obama said fed¬ 
eral officials were monitoring 
it for possible civil rights vio¬ 


lations. 

The president cited the Ari¬ 
zona law as a reason for action 
on immigration legislation. 

"Make no mistake, our im¬ 
migration system is broken, 
and after so many years in 
which Washington has failed 
to meet its responsibilities, 
Americans are right to be frus¬ 
trated. ... But the answer isn't 
to undermine fundamental 
principles that define us as a 
nation" Obama said. 

"Comprehensive reform — 
that's how we're going to solve 
this problem," he said.

Halladay didn't need any 
more run support. Acquired 
from Toronto in the offsea¬ 
son, Halladay has been the 
dominant ace the Phillies and 
their fans expected. The six¬ 
time All-Star right-hander 


and 2003 AL Cy 
Young Award winner 
has a 1.61 ERA and 
two shutouts in his 
first seven starts in the 
NL. 

The Phillies jum¬ 
ped ahead 3-0 on 
Werth's drive in the 
first. Chase Utley hit a 
two-out single and 
Ryan Howard walked 
before Werth hit an 
opposite-field shot to 
right. 

Howard hit a two- 
out, two-run single for 
a 5-1 lead in the sec¬ 
ond. Halladay reached 
on shortstop Tyler 
Greene's throwing 
error to start the in¬ 
ning and Shane Vic- 
torino doubled. Lohse 
nearly escaped the 
jam by striking out 
Placido Polanco and retiring 
Utley on a shallow fly. But 
Howard delivered a single to 
center. 

The Cardinals got a run in 
the second after David Freese 
led off with a triple to right 
on a ball that Werth lost in the 
sun and hit off his glove. 
Freese scored when shortstop 


Wilson Valdez made a throw¬ 
ing error on Jason LaRue's 
grounder. 

St. Louis had the tying run 
up with two outs in the fifth 
after Albert Pujols walked on 
a close 3-2 pitch to load the 
bases. Halladay wasn't 
pleased with the call by plate 
umpire Mike Everitt. He did¬ 
n't get another close one on a 
2-2 pitch to the next batter, 
Matt Holliday. But Halladay 
fanned Holliday on a 79 mph 
curve to end the inning. On 
his way to the dugout, Halla¬ 
day stopped for a brief con¬ 
versation with Everitt. 

Ibanez crushed a 2-0 pitch 
off Blake Hawksworth into 
the second deck in right for a 
6-1 lead in the sixth. 

Pujols almost chased Hal¬ 
laday with a two-out RBI sin¬ 
gle in the seventh. Manuel 
came out probably with the 
intention of removing Halla¬ 
day, who had thrown 118 
pitches to that point. After a 
quick conference on the 
mound, Manuel jogged back 
to the dugout and the sellout 
crowd cheered. Holliday 
grounded out on Halladay's 
next pitch to leave two run¬ 
ners on.

Cruise ship worker goes overboard near 
Puerto Rico 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico - 
The U.S. Coast Guard is 
searching for a Royal 
Caribbean cruise ship worker 
who climbed over the ship’s 
railings as it traveled past 
Puerto Rico, officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

After crew members re¬ 
ported him missing on 
Wednesday night, officials re¬ 
viewed the ship’s video cam¬ 


eras and saw the lowering him¬ 
self over the side of the ship, 
spokeswoman Cynthia Mar¬ 
tinez said. 

The captain immediately 
turned the ship around, 
alerted the Coast Guard and 
headed toward the location 
where the man went over¬ 
board, she said. 

Officials did not release 
the name of the 26-year-old 


man. 

Coast Guard Spokesman 
Ricardo Castrodad says crews 
are looking for the man 138 
miles (222 kilometers) north of 
the coastal town of Isabela in 
Puerto Rico.
